REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1 , 4-9, 1 1-17, 20-21 , 23-27, 29-35 allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record does not teach or fairly suggest in combination transmitting a list of 
indexes and corresponding modulation schemes prior to transmitting the super frame 
header and data packets wherein said indication is an index that identifies a set of at 
least one of a modulation format, symbol rate and FEC scheme to be used on the data 
packets. 

The prior art further fails to teach in combination transmitting an in-phase pilot 
signal to the wireless modem for determining a carrier frequency for the wireless 
modem to communicate with the wireless hub.
